Exemption of 
the independent 


producer and gatherer of natural 
gas from regulation of Ihe power 
commission is Ihe purpose of Ihe 
bill. It is designed lo enable the 
independent to drill and produce 
gas and to dispose of the product 
without the FPC fixing Ihe price 
or imposing any lype of 
control

German Right 
Wing Parties 
Win, Reds Lose 


Frankfurt, Germany, Aug. 15 — 


(IP)— Western Germany has handed 
its right-wing parties a mandate to 
direct the new federal republic for 
the crucial next four years. 


More than 
24,000,000 
Germans 


swarmed to the polls yesterday, in 
their first free election since Hitler 
took over 
in, 1933. They handed 


communism its fourth major 
de- 


feat in western Europe since the 
war. France, Italy and west 
Ber- 
lin said "no" to the Reds in ear- 
lier elections. 


Western G e r m a n y ' s 
rebuff 
marks the retreat of communism 
to the river Elbe where the .Red 
army stands guard. 


West German voters 
also 
re- 


jected socialism and extreme right 
pro-Nazi firoups, giving control of 
the 402-member parliament to the 
free enterprise parties whose poli- 
cies have the confidence of Amri- 
can officials. 


In bright, hot weather, the 
peo- 
ple strolled to the heavily-policed 
polls 
in 
sober 
family 
groups. 
There were a few street fights in 
some cities but for the most part 
voting was orderly. 


Topping the popular vote 
with 


7,356,025 
were 
the 
conservative 


Christian Democrats. 


Close, behind with 6,932,303 were 


the Social Democrats who want to 
nationalize 
big 
industries. 
They 


closely resemble Britain's 
ruling 
Labor party. 


The free Democrats, who 
favor 
the Iree enterprise system with no 
reservations, s u r g e d into third 
place with 2,827,9-18 votes. 


By joining 
wilh 
the 
Christian 


Democrats they can assure a con- 
trolling bloc in 
parliament 
and 


will be able to form a conserva- 
tive cabinet. 


Trailing the field of the major 


parties were the Communists who 
slumped from ten per cent of the 
popular vote in 1946 state elections 
to about six 
per 
centl, 360,469 
votes. 


Even Max Reimann, fiery chief 


of the Communist party in 
west 


Germany, 
wa s spurned 
by his 
home district. 


Rejected by 
the 
voters, 
Rei- 


mann will nevertheless probably 
be named to the parliament as a

appendix in man is looked upon 
as a nuisance that sometimes gels 
•cry stirred up. 


But the appendix in the bnck of 


.he congressional record is where 
A lot of congressmen get stirred 
up. 


And they don't look on that ap- 


pendix as a nuisance, 
although 


somebody other than a 
congress- 


man might. 


For a congressman the appendix 


is a good place to let off steam. 


The record i t s e l f , 
published 


every day. is the word by word 
account of everything that happens 
on the floors of congress. 


But the stuff in the appendix is 


something a congressman wants to 
get into print and not something 
he said on the floor. 


There he can insert a newspa- 


per editorial that's plugging some- 
thing he's plugging himself, and he 
likes the support. 


Or, he may stick in a speech by 


some friend of him. Or, maybe it's 
a speech (he congressman 
made 


at a graduation and he likes it so 
much he wants to embalm it 
in 


print. 


And when a congressman can't 
get enough time on the floor to 
finish the speech, he finishes by 
getting it in the appendix. 


Since the whole record is print- 


ed by the government every day 
congress is in session, what gets 
into the appendix costs the tax- 
payers money. 


A congressman can't just send 


something down to the printer and 
get it into the appendix. 


First, he has to 
ask 
for 
the 


unanimous consent o£ all the con- 
gressmen or senators present 
on 


the floor. 


Unanimous 
consent 
is 
always 


given, since sooner or later every- 
body present 
will want 
to 
get 


something into the appendix him- 
self. 


For example, in the most recent 


record—it came out Saturday and 
contains Friday's doings — here 
are a few things: 


It opens with a 
statement 


Senator H u m p h r ey, Minnesota! 
a Democrat, who said: 


"Mr. President, 
I 
ask 
unani- 


mous consent to htwe printed 
in 
the appendix of the record a com- 
mencement address delivered 
by 


me at Bennington 
college, 
Ben- 


nington, Vt., on July 1, 1049." 


No explanation was 
given 
for 


why the senator waited so long to 
get a July 1 speech printed in mid- 
August.
